»Y AN overwhelming majority of hilariously jubilant support- 
ers the policies of the C.C.F. were acclaimed as offering the 
greatest opportunities of benefit to the Canadian citizen at last 
night's special session of the Mock Parliament which is reported 
"to have been one of the stormiest in the history ©r^^ 
Covernment. The motion, championed 



by the masterly argumeintfi and pas- 
sionate oratory of Mr. WlUlam Irvine 
M.P., (Wetaskawln), was blnstcd inch 
by inch through a bedrock Opposition 
Jed by the Hon. R. A BeU (Toronto), 
In a House tense with polltloal fer- 
vour. 

. Final Triumph 

RaUying the much-battered BlU to 
a victorious finale, the guest speaker 
overthrew the Opposition's arguments 
in a carefully calculated rebuttal 
wliich . Included a clear statement of 
the C,0.P.'8 apparent Inconsistent ait- 
titude tn connection with the sodal- 
' ization of the faimer's land. Under the 
present constitution of Canada, the 
speaker pointed out, this comes under 
provincial Jurisdiction and is niot oiw 
of the powers of the Federal Parlia- 
ment, whereas the policy of the O O. 
F. so far are purely federal policies, 
the provincial platforms noit being 
. draTO up as yet.- 

After a lively period in which the 
Opposition peppered the Government 
forces with questions which gave rise 
to much vivacity and wit, the main 
motion of the evening was introduced 
by Mr. Irvine. As the opening speaker 
took it upon -himself to review the 
existing eopncMiilC;. and social situa- 
,,ti6n'ln Canada.' Running through the 
problems of Agriculture, Unemploy- 
'ment, Business, Debts, he pointed out 
' the universality of these showing that 
' there Is something fundamentally wrong 
wltli tlie system. He then stated that 
the C.C.F. is the only.'program offered 
to Canada whlcti is.an Intelligent way 
out, by meeting the problco^ half way.'

Some. one who has but an as- 
piration to accrue masses, of wealth is 
immediately dubbed as worldly, meaning 
that he has no religion, but a miser has 
as much humility before his deity as a 
Christian before his god. They both ^yor- 
ship but the one ignores the other as be- 
ing outside the pale.

Cihipped. It is no sacrilege to say that

Little Man What Note? 

It ia several months since Putnam's lirst put out 
an English tianslation of Hans Fallada's ."Kleiner 
Mann Waa Nun?" However, in view of Ita unpre- 
cedented success on tiûa continent, we feél that this 
belated review will not come entirely unwarranted. 
■ "Uttle Man What Now" Is an intense graphio re- 
presentation of the plight of the UtUe Man in a 
Oennany that is sinking lower and lower into pov- 
erty; his struggles to maintain his status in society, 
his loves and his hopes, and the inevltal>]e despair 
and desolation that slowly reaches up. to ehgulf him 
and his. Plnneberg is a young salesman who works 
for a grain and feed dealer. From the outset be is 
faced with a problem that arises out of the peculiar 
environment of a smaU town in Northern Germany. 
He is in love, and simultaneously involved in a 
family way with a finis young gir! of his own class. 
But at the same time lils employer and his em- 
ployer's wife are cunningly working to involve him 
in a matrimonial net with their ugly and ill-tem- 
pered daughter, who has already overstepped the 
usual marital age of small-town girls, ' 

When the nows of Plnnebcrg's marriage to 
Bunny leaks out, the young man's job is aU-eady 
slipping out of his grasp. Tlie Pinnebergs go to Ber- 
lin, temporarily to live with pinnebiurg'sjjaiotiier, who 
i; a rather interesting demi-mondane,'^ and Plnne- 
berg secures a position In Mendel's, a large Jewish 
department store, through the Influence of a friend 
of his mother. 
, Prom here on Pallada devotes himself partially 
to the gradual decadence of an ambitious young 
man; the gradual lack of confidence under the 
etei-nnl dread of ruin and defeat. The tragic canvas 
is given a yet more sombre hue, by the inevltaible- 
ncss of the outcome; the final défeat. The end 
comes, with the bitive young couple socially defeat- 
ed, yet the indomitable spirit of the woman Bunny 
—who is a real contribution' to literature— stiU un- 
defeated sph*ltuaUy, < 

Little Man What Now wlU give you a keener in- 
sight into the social implications of the German 
i)ollticaI situation; in a smaller sense it }s an indi- 
ciiton of the growing race prejudices and. the In- 
evitable rise of the Nazis under the growing political 
disintegration. There it a fine scene of a family 
divided among each other by political parties and 
beliefs. Later on Mendel's becomes a pei-souifica- 
tlon of Jewish oppression of the working man. 

Little Man What Now I5 a powerful book*, and a 
masterful study in Defeat. Whether you can en- 
joy it or not, you will be profoundly moved.

Mr, Stephen Lsacock, we are . told by an 
impeccable authority, wiU be known . to 
posterity not as a humorist, bu'j as a commcn- 
'tiiMibr.^uiwii and a critic of Charles Dickens. There 
can be'no doubt tliat tlie latest work of our 
hidigonous writer is a masterly discussion and a 
fascinating piece of criticism, The author of "My 
Discovery of England" Is well suited to deal with the 
auUlOT. of "Pickwick Papers"— and if we may draw 
"Ion from Mr, Mlcawber, Dickens also knew 
about principles of economy. 
Past admirers ot Mr. Leacock may not agree tiiat 
his critical achievements should be placed above his 
creative. Posterity, however, has ever a tendency 
to egotism, and usually n^l^^we^^j^j^^lngs 
that smack of their era and'M^oraerJ^nils, we 
believe, is a clmi-acteristlc of Leacockian humour. 
^It has wit and significance amid aU its slapstick, 
but it is nearly always dependent upon the details 
of om* decades. ' 

Not that Mr. Leacock ' will ride to immortality 
on Dickens' bock. Too much has been, written about 
the latter for 'an hiferior disquisition to be long .rg 
membei'cd. If "Charles Dickens," the book, is read! 
by our grandchildren— or your si'andchildren— It 
will be read betfause of its intrinsic worth. 

And the "If" refers only to the existence of the 
grandchildren. ,

His moral code, aiid the laws 
which support it, are irrevocably set against free- 
dom ot thought and aotioo, and against the right 
ot an individual to live u such. The man who 
wishes to do as he ideases ihtofar as it attests only 
himself, him he- has goaded ' and fettered In his 
submission— in which case he calls Wm a good citi- 
zen and praises God, or into rebellion— hi which 
case he calls hhn a criminal and curses the' devil. 

And now by all that's ^hrtly, he proposes to 
sterlUze him. In other words to prevent the propa- 
gation ot aU tliat is brllUant, of aU that is unusual, 
ahd so unsafe; substitute comfort and security for 
truth and beauty. 

It may end in thU way, but it Is difficult to 
believe that the impetus for the movement is to 
come from sources of what Is known as higher edu- 
cation. Remembering the undoubted capacity of 
néwspapers for' mlslhterpretatldn, one must treat 
the suggestion as a joke. There is, of course, 
alternative; it may arise from an instinct for self • 
preservation. But ^this is unthinkable.
